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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-8 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 1, 4 and 6, the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or 
suggest the combination of the limitations as set forth in the claims: a logical module that 
receives the output signal from the comparator module, and a start signal to initialize the electron 
emission, and a logical signal to define whether or not the micro-emitter should emit, a control 
module that receives the output signal from the said logical module that generates the voltages 
necessary for initialization and extinction of the micro emitter current pulse, and specifically 
comprising the limitation means of varying the threshold voltage such that the sum S = Nstart + 
Nmeasure + Noff remains substantially constant during the electron emission. 

Regarding claims 2-3, 5 and 7-8 are allowable for the reason given in the claims because 
of their dependency status from the claims 1, 4 and 6.
